Dnbttn.—Six Sinn Feiners were ex- 


ecuted In mount Joy prison Monday 
by British authorities while 20.000 per- 
sons knelt in prayer outside the walls. 


The condemned men were led In 


pairs to their death at hourly Inter- 
vals. All met their fate oooly and 
almost cheerfully. 


Elaborate precautions were taken to 


prevent disturbances In the city. Ex- 
tra guards were mounted, many of 
them patrolling the fringes 
of the 


great crowd outside the prison. 


All pablie work was stopped. Tele- 


graph offices and the postoffice were 
closed until noon. Many private in- 
dustries were forced to suspend when 
employes Hocked to the prison gates. 
There was no disorder at Mount Joy. 


At the first sound of the prison bell, 


which announced that the 
death 


schedule had begun, the anxious thous- 
ands threw themselves to their knees 
on tho cobbled pavement, murmuring 
prayers, tho beads of their rosaries 
clicking through nervous fingers.

If the ordinary processes of nature 


were never interfered with, it would 
not be necessary to extract the tem- 
porary teeth. 
They would extract 


themselves at the proper time. Nor- 
mally the roots are absorbed as the 
time comes for the eruption 
of the 


permanent teeth and the crown, or 
business end of tho tooth, is left hang- 
ing, to the gum. Some day a little 
extra pressure, removes the 
baby 


tooth and in its place there is the tip 
of the cusp of the permanent tooth 
that follows. If this natural sys- 
tem was always followed, a great 
deal of trouble would bo avoided.
